1 program for world peace, assuring Germany, Italy and Japan that after the war “raw materi ds 
must be available to all nations without discrimination” was proposed recently by Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull. 

ULL’S five-point program was at once compared with the Fourteen Points 
(9 of Woodrow Wilson. 

_ ’ The plan was coupled with a declaration to totalitarian governments that 
the United States “will not be frustrated” in its policy of aiding Great Britain and 
nations resisting armed aggression. 

The Hull five-point plan for the future world of peace consists of these “main 
principles, proven by experience”: 

1 Extreme nationalism must not again be permitted to express itself in excessive 
trade restrictions. 

2 Non-discrimination in international commercial relations must be the rule, so that 
international trade may prosper. 


3 Raw material supplies must be available to all nations without discrimination. 


4 International agreements regulating the supply of commodities must be so handled 
as to protect fully the interests of the consuming countries and their peoples. 


5 The institutions and arrangements of international finance must be so set up 
that they lend aid to the essential enterprises and the continuous development of 
all countries, and permit the payment through process of trade consonant with the 
welfare of all countries. 

Hull explained: “Measures taken to give effect to these principles must be freely 
open to every nation which desires a peaceful life in a world at peace and is 
to co-operate in maintaining that peace.” 

The Secretary denounced the “enforced barter” methods of the dictatorships and 
declared that his principles “stand at the opposite pole from the predatory policies 
and methods of the totalitarians.” 

“Between the two systems there can be no workable adjustment.” said Huli. He 
delivered his address in connection with the celebration of Foreign Trade Week.

NOTICE OF INTENTION TO NEGOTIATE A NEW TRADE AGREEMENT 
WITH ARGENTINE AND URUGUAY 


The Secretary of State issued, on May 13, 1941, formal notice of intention to nego- 
tiate a new trade agreement with Argentina and Chile, and invited interested persons to 
submit their views in regard thereto to the Committee for Reciprocity Information. 

The Committee for Reciprocity Information issued at the same time a notice setting 
the dates for the submission to it of information and views in writing and of applications 
to appear at public hearings to be held by the Committee, and fixing the time and place 
for the opening of the hearings. Suggest'ons with regard to the form and content of 
presentations addressed to the Committee for Reciprocity Information are included in a 
statement released by that Committee on December 13, 1937, and are available upon 
request. 

The notice of intention to negotiate is accompanied by a list of products which will 
come under consideration for the possible granting of concessions by the Government of 
the United States. Like previous lists of a similar nature relating to negotiations with 
other countries, the list is published in order to obtain from interested persons informa- 
tion regarding each product listed, opinions as to whether it should or should not be 
included in the agreement, and suggestions as to the form, nature, and extent of any 
possible concessions which might advisedly be granted. 

Presentations which interested persons may wish to make to the Committee for 
Reciprocity Information need not be confined to the articles appearing on this list, but 
may cover any articles of actual or potential interest in the import or export trade of 
the United States with Argentina and Chile or any other matter pertaining to the pro- 
posed negotiations. However, only the articles contained in the list or in any supple- 
mentary lists issued later will come under consideration for the possible granting of 
concessions by the Government of the United States. 

With respect to products appearing on both lists, it will not be necessary to submit 
separate written or oral statements to the Committee. 

A compilation showing the total trade between the United States and Argentina and 
Chile during the years 1929-1940 inclusive, together with the principal products involved 
in the trade between these countries during the vears 1939 and 1940 has been prepared 
by the Department of Commerce, and may be obtained, upon request, from the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce in Washington or from any district or cooperative office.

¢ and served as Chief of the Import Division, Traveling Auditor, and Supervising Special Agent of the Philippine 
Customs Service. 

From 1905 to 1913 he was Deputy General Receiver of Dominican Customs at Santo Domingo. After a 
year of private business with S. Michelena, banker, of Santo Domingo, Mr. Edwards became Contado General 
de Hacienda, in charge of the Treasury Department, and President of the Dominican Claims Commission, 
in which offices he served from 1916 to 1920. From 1920 to 1926 he was again engaged in private business 
as the representative of the Irving National Bank (now the Irving Trust Company) at Havana; with William 
Schall Co., as import and export representative in Latin America, and with Lehmann, Muller Co.

oe HE recent history of foreign trade 

‘ae the outgrowth of national inter- 

est in expanding the national econo- 

my. Throughout our history the search 

for private profit through overseas trading 

has influenced the nation’s foreign policies 
and been influenced by it. 

Today we are faced by competitive con- 
ditions in foreign trade based on economic 
and political ideas far different from those 
on which this country’s commercial and 
political life is founded. It is necessary 
for us to develop our counter-attacks to 
defend and maintain our freedom to act as 
we prefer to act. 

In meeting the challenge of these ideas 
so different from ours, it is not necessary 
for us to adopt the ideology of the nations 
which challenge former methods of foreign 
trading. Many of the commercial policies 
which they advocate can be met by a free 
democracy as efficiently, or more efficient- 
ly, than by a totalitarian regime. The 
basis of foreign like the 
basis of our domestic commerce, must be

The national interest in the changing 
scene of world relations demands more 
constant and more intensive study of the 
shifts in trade forced by the war. Eng- 
land today, conducts its foreign trade al- 
most entirely on the basis of the major 
national interest. Our trade with Latin 
America, much of it based on the disrup- 
tion of former trade routes, must swing 
from necessities to luxuries to necessities 
as we find it essential to keep up the 
pace of providing for national defense. 

New conditions will arise from the war. 
Some conditions that have come into exist- 
ence from the war so far will disappear. 
It is essential that all alternatives be 
studied so that this nation can be ready 
for any situations that may develop. It 
is probable that exporters and importers 
will seek government aid in promoting 
foreign commerce. It is just as probable 
that government will have to assume the 
initiative in many phases of foreign trade, 
especially in guiding export so as to facil- 
itate the import of essential commodities 
and materials. 

An informed democracy can intelligently 
conduct its foreign trade as an effective 
instrument of national economy. Now is 
the time for those in foreign trade to study 
its broad aspects. The Bureau is planning 
its work so that it can provide more and 
better information to those who must make 
decisions about foreign commerce. It is 
not predicting what will happen—it is at- 
tempting to point out all the things which 
may happen and how to meet each one.” 
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WAR REGULATIONS — IMPORT AND EXPORT 


NAVICERT CHANGES FOR SWITZERLAND 


NAVICERTS. Beginning April 25, 1941, applications for navicerts can no longer be 
filed in this country for the following commodities: 

Barley ma’ ze—oats—rye—wheat fodder generally oil seeds—animal and vegetable 
oil and fats—mineral oil (except small quantities for cosmetic and pharmaceutical pur- 
poses )—cocoa and cocoa butter—honey—tea—coal—carbon black—tin plate—raw cotton— 
raw wool—raw rubber. 

Hereafter, the importer of these goods in Switzerland will communicate with the 
Department of Commerce at Berne, and the exporter in the United States will be issued 
a navicert by the British authorities and receive it through the Swiss Cargo Commissioner. 


For all other articles the procedure of applying for navicerts remains unaltered. 
Thus, nne copies of the application, of which three white ones are to be signed, should 
be submitted to the Swiss Cargo Commissioner, 444 Madison Avenue, New York, N. Y., 
together with remittance for the fee which is determined by the size of intended shipment 
as follows: 

$5.00 up to 100 tons; $10.00 over 100 up to 1000 tons; $18.00 over 1000 tons. 

These charges include the British fees as well as cable expenses involved in handling. 

However, these applications should be tendered on the revised form which lists 17 
particulars Where the old questionnaire is still being used, applicant must add two 
paragraphs showing: 

Name of company ‘insuring consignment; date of confirmation of order. 

Evidence in support of this further information may have to be produced later. 


EXPORT LICENSES. The numbers of navicerts and their status as “pending” or 
“granted’’ must appear on corresponding applications for export licenses. All these 
applications should be presented in quadruplicate and simultaneously wth those for 
navicerts, to the Swiss Cargo Commissioner who will officially secure supplementary 
information required by the U. S. Government and automatically pursue to conclusion. 


Since the above, the method of apply.ng for EXPORT LICENSES has been amended. 
In the future, the Department of State will not act on any application not supported by 

(a) a granted Navicert, of which 

(b) a Photostat copy is furnished. 

This additional requirement likewise governs applications already filed, but still out- 
stand ng. Photostats for these should be sent at once to E. Theiler, SWISS CARGO 
COMMISSIONER 


JULY-SEPTEMBER NAVICERTS TO BE SOUGHT AFTER MAY 31 


The British Embassy announced that application may be made on or after June 1 
for navicerts to cover goods to be shipped during the quarter July through September. 

In the case of such applications lodged in June, it should be clearly indicated that 
shipment is contemplated only during the period July through September. Nav certs for 
these shipments will not be issued before July 

The validity of navicerts issued for shipment in the April through June quarter 
expires on June 30, but a final 10-day grace will be allowed where shipment has been 
delayed through lack of sh’ pping space or for any other satisfactory reason. 

All navicerts issued for the June quarter and not used before July 10 will be cancelled 
automatically on July 10 and cannot be renewed. 


FALL OF GREECE OCCASIONS NEW NAVICERT REGULATIONS 


Since the mainland of Greece now is regarded as enemy-occupied territory, the British 
Embassy announced the revocation of all navicerts for shipments to Greek territory 
(excluding Crete) which have not been loaded or sh:pped as of this date. 

Shipments to Greek official bodies in Egypt will not in future require navicert cover, 
it was explained, but application for navicerts for shipments to Crete of such goods as 
medical suppl es and ambulances will be received in the usual way at British Consulates 
in the United States. 


BURMA—Importers of merchandise from non-Empire countries are required to de- 
clare the name of the company with which insurance has been effected on all bills of 
entry on and after June 2, under a Government Communique published May 2, 1941. 
Goods will not be permitted clearance if th'’s requirement is not met. Importers in 
Burma are required to notify their foreign suppliers of the obligation not to place insur- 
ance with enemy companies and to provide the name of the insuring company. 

Declarations regarding the insurance of exports from Burma have been required 
since April 25. 


BRITISH INDIA—The Government of British India has extended the import license 
eontrol to a wide range of additional products from non-Empire sources by an announce- 
ment in the Gazette of India on May 10, 1941. 

Import licenses are now required for the following add tional products, except for 
shipments despatched on through consignment to India before May 10, 1941

Such fuels will be subject to the tax when produced in and imported from Germany 
and entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption during the 
period from January 1 to December 31, 1941, inclusive. 

The above list does not include countries from whch there have been no importa- 
tions of coal or allied fuels during the past 2 calendar years. Further information con- 
cerning the taxable status of such fuels imported during the calendar year 1941 will be 
furnished upon application therefor to the Bureau.

ABSTRACT OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 


[T.D. 50380] 


The following is a summary of decisions issued by the Bureau of Customs, usually 
in the form of a letter to a Collector of Customs of some port of Entry 


CLASSIFICATION 

Ginger root, dried and peeled but not ground, is entitled to entry free of duty as 
ginger root, not preserved or candied, under paragraph 1768, Tariff Act of 1930, follow- 
ing the reasoning of the court in C. A. D. 126. T.D. 48457 revoked 

Drums.—Latex drums with removable heads are a class of drums that enter the 
commerce of this country in competition with other articles after the removal of their 
contents and are dut able at 25 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 328, Tariff Act 
of 1930, while latex drums, other than those with removable heads, are a class of drums 
that are destroyed as a general commercial practice either during, or after, the removal 
of their contents, do not enter the commerce of this country in competition with other 
articles, and are not subject to duty in accordance with the provis'ons of said paragraph 
328 of the tariff act 

Watch bracelets and watch cases.—C. 1D. 429 held inapplicable to a watch case and 
a watch bracelet which are fastened together at the time of importation but which are 
capable of being separated In such event, the bracelets should be classified at the 
appropriate rate of duty under paragraph 1527 (c), Tariff Act of 1930, as mod fied pur 
suant to the French Trade Agreement, and the watch cases at the appropriate rate 
under paragraph 367 (f) of the tariff act, as modified pursuant to the Swiss Trade 
Agreement. 

Sauce—So-called “mole en polvo” (tlamole sauce) in a powdered form and contain- 
ing all the necessary ingredients to make a complete sauce with the exception of water 
is dutiable at the rate of 35 per centum ad valorem as a sauce, not specially prov'ded 
for, under paragraph 775, Tariff Act of 1930, rather than at the rate of 25 per centum 
ad valorem under the provision for “mixed spices,* * * not specially provided for” 
in paragraph 781 of the tariff act. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Supplies and stores retained on board vessels under section 446 of the tarif¥ act. 
Collectors should cont'nue to regard section 446 of the tariff act, which is applicable to 
both American and foreign vessels arriving in the United States from foreign ports, as 
authorizing the retention on board, without the payment of duty, of all fuel supplies, 
ships’ stores, sea stores, and the legitimate equipment of such vessels, whether laden 
abroad or in the United States. T.D. 43625, Abstract 41735, and C. D. 362 noted The 
provisions of section 446, Tariff Act of 1930, are applicable also, of course, in the case 
of American vessels, but not im the case of vessels of foreign registry T.D. 50291 (5) 

Halibut fishing regulations.—Rezulations of the International Fisheries Commission 
adopted pursuant to the Pacific Halibut Fishery Convention between the United States 
of America and the Dominion of Canada, signed January 29, 1937, and approved on 
behalf of Canada by Order in Council of March, 10. 1941, and by the President of the 
United States on March 22, 1941, were publ’shed in the Federal Register of April 2, 1941. 
Additional copies may be obtained by customs officers from the Commissioner of Customs 
upon request.

DRAWING AND FORWARDING OF SAMPLES OF IMPORTED SEED 


Section 201.208 of the joint regulations of the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Secretary of Agriculture, promulgated under the Federal Seed Act of August 9, 1939 
(T.D. 50071), provides that collectors of customs shall draw and forward samples of all 
seeds imported or offered for importation into the United States; except that barley, 
field beans, common buckwheat, field corn, cowpea, flax, oat, rice, rye, soybean, and 
wheat shall be sampled only when imported for seeding purposes, and when declared 
for seeding purposes. When an importation consists of more than one lot, each lot shall 
be sampled separately. 

The Bureau has been advised by the Agricultural Marketing Service that on a recent 
date a shipment of carrot seed produced in the United States and thereafter shipped to 
Montreal, Canada, was permitted entry into the commerce of the United States w thout 
samples having been drawn and submitted by the collector of customs to their service 
to determine whether the seed met the provisions of the Federal Seed Act 

In the absence of a provision in the Federal Seed Act exempting seed of American 
production exported from the United States and returned to this country from the 
requirements of the Act, samples of all seeds of American production coming within 
the provisions of section 201.208 of the joint regulations when offered for importation 
into the United States shall be forwarded by collectors of customs to the seed laboratory 
designated in the joint regulations [C/L. 2206.]

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


NOTE.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations menufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials, or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid. 





For more specific details see Custom House Guide, page 259,

The Bureau of Customs announced preliminary figures for imports of coffee subject 
to quota limitations under the President’s proclamation of the Inter-American Coffee 
Agreement on April 15, 1941, and an Executive order signed Apr.l 21, 1941. 

The following tabulation lists the coffee quotas which have been filled, and shows 
import figures for the quotas now under telegraphic control as of May 10, 1941. Total 
imports under the other coffee quotas are shown as of May 3, 1941.

‘Under the terms of an Executive order, signed April 21, 1941, entry for consumption dur- 
ing the period April 22 to August 31, 1941, inclusive, of mocha and other arabica coffee plus 
total imports of all types as of April 21, 1941, shall not exceed the annual quota for non-signa- 
tory countries, and no coffee produced in non-signatory countries other than the arabica species 
shall be entered for consumption during this period 

In the administration of the coffee quotas by the Bureau of Customs, priority import 
permits will not be granted The quota status of imported coffee will be determined as 
of the time of presentation of entry for consumption in proper form at the custom house 
in the port where the coffee has arrived 

When the Bureau's authorization of entry for consumption of coffee is required for 
the control of any import quota, the customs officer in charge at the port where the coffee 
has arrived will telegraph the Bureau for its quota status upon presentation of entry for 


consumption. 
COFFEE QUOTA 


Acting pursuant to paragraph 1 (b) of the President's Executive Order of April 21, 
1941 (No. 8738), allocating according to types the coffee quota provided by the Inter- 
American Coffee Agreement for countries not signator’es thereto, I have determined 
and hereby declare and- make public that the number of bags of coffee (of 60 kilograms 
net or equivalent quantities) produced in non-signatory countries and entered for con- 
sumption in the United States during the period from October 1, 1940, to April 21, 1941, 
both dates inclusive, was 318,970 bags. 

The Inter-American Coffee Agreement limits to 355,000 bags (of 60 kilograms net 
or equivalent quantities) the total quantity of coffee, produced in countries not signa- 
tories thereof, which may be entered for consumption in the United States during the 
period from October 1, 1940, to September 30, 1941. The Executive Order limits entries 
for consumption between April 22, 1941, and August 31, 1941, of coffee of species other 
than Arabica, produced in non-signatory countries, to the number of bags calculated 
by deducting from 315,000 the number of bags of such coffee entered for consumption 
between October 1, 1940, and April 22, 1941. To Arabica coffee produced in non-signatory 
countries the Executive Order allocated a maximum quantity of 40,000 bags for entry 
for consumption between April 22, 1941, and August 31, 1941. 

Accordingly, the total quantity of coffee, produced in non-signatory countries, 
eligible for entry for consumption during the period from April 22, 1941, to August 31, 
1941, pursuant to the Executive Order is limited as follows:

The quota of 36.030 bags of Arabica coffee is 3.970 bags less than the maximum pre- 
scribed by the Executive Order Of such 36,030 bags, not more than 20.000 bags of 
either Mocha or other Arabica, the maximum for each type established by the Executive 
Order, may be entered for consumption in the United States during the per’od from 
April 22, 1941, to August 31, 1941, inclusive May 2S Coffee Board increased quota 265,689 
bags to enter beginning June 1. 


PRESIDENT SIGNS ORDER ON COFFEE QUOTA IMPORTS 


: President Roosevelt signed an executive order establishing conversion factors for use 
in administering the quotas on imports of coffee established under the inter-American

Thus the use of the flag is reserved to Swiss nationals, to Swiss private 
or public corporations, to agencies of the federal Administration and to cooperative 
societies, all duly registered according to Swiss law. Corporations and societies have 
to be operated and controlled exclusively by Swiss nationals 

“Inscription of the vessels in the Swiss shipping register is declared compulsory. 
The Swiss Federal Council exercises the supreme supervision of Swiss maritime shipping. 
A Federal Office of Maritime Shipping has been opened at Basel and the Federal Office 
of Registration of Vessels will have its seat in the same town. 

“For the duration of the war, the Swiss Federal Council will grant the use of the 
flag only to vessels which are indispensable to the transportation of raw materials and 
foodstuffs needed by Switzerland.

“It is requested that instructions which may have been issued to Collectors pursuant 
to this suggestion be amended in such manner as to provide for the release of all cham- 
pagnes, regardless of the country of origin, upon presentation by the importer of a cer- 
tificate executed by a competent offic’al of the country of origin, attested to by a United 
States Consular Officer, stating that the wines are, in fact, sparkling, light white wines 
which have derived their effervescence solely from secondary fermentation within glass 
containers of a capacity of one gallon or less. In the event that the labels appearing on 
such products contain vintage dates, it is requested that this certificate also corroborate 
such vintage statements.”

STUDY OF WOOL COST TRENDS 


The Tariff Commission announces that it has, at the request of Mr. Donald M. Nelson, 
Director of Purchases of the Office of Production Management, instituted an investigation 
to determine the extent to which changes in costs of labor, supplies and provisions, shear- 
ing, transportation, and in other costs, for the 1941 clip as compared with the 1940 clip, 
have affected the cost of wool production in this country. 

The data obtained in the investigation are to be furnished to the Office of Production 
Management for use in its consideration of the request of the domestic wool growers that 
the price differentials between foreign and domestic wools in effect during the last buying 
season be increased this year because of increased costs of production in the wool grow- 
ing sections of the United States. 


REPORT—COMMERCIAL POLICIES & TRADE RELATIONS 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


According to a report issued by the U. S. Tar:ff Commission, the export trade of the 
Dominican Republic is very largely dependent upon three commodities—sugar, cacao, 
and coffee—which customarily constitute more than 80 per cent of the total. The sale of 
these products in continental European markets has been adversely affected by the war 
and, until recent months, prices have been depressed. For the sale of its products abroad, 
the Domin‘can Republic must now rely very largely upon the United States and the 


United Kingdom. Imports into the Republic consist in large part of a wide variety of 
finished manufactured products and foodstuffs, but include some semi-manufactures and 
raw materials Exports from the Republic have customarily exceeded imports thereto. 


In trade with the Un‘ted States, however, the Dominican Republic has regularly purchased 
more goods (in terms of value) than it has sold. 

In 1940 United States exports to the Dominican Republic amounted to 7.0 million 
dollars and imports to 5.4 million; this may be compared with exports of 6.8 million and 
imports of 5.8 m‘llion in 1939. The slight increase in United States exports is' doubtless 
the result of the inability of the Dominican Republic to obtain supplies from customary 
European sources. This increase in exports was not as great as that in exports to Latin 
America as a whole, principally because of the adverse effect of the war on Dominican 
economy Although total United States imports from Latin America increased in 1940, 
those from the Dominican Republic declined because the prices of the Dominican products 
entering international trade were depressed and because the demand for them in the 
United States was not directly affected by the defense program, inasmuch as they were 
chiefly consumers goods. These imports consisted principally of cocoa, sugar, coffee, 
tapioca, and bananas. The outstanding individual exports have been cotton cloth, pas- 
senger cars, Wheat flour, sugar machinery, gasoline, motor trucks, confectionery, wire 
and manufactures, and lard. 

In 1939 total exports from the Dominican Republic were valued at 18.6 million dollars, 
as compared with imports of 11.6 million. The principal foreign markets for the products 
of the Deminican Republie in 1938 were the United Kingdom, 42 per cent, the United 
States, 32 per cent; and Franee, 8 per cent. The chief sources of imports into the Republic 
in that year were the United States, 53 per cent; Japan, 11 per cent: Germany, 8 per cent; 
and the United Kingdom, 5 per cent. Since the outbreak of war in Europe, the United 
States and the United Kingdom have become even more prominent in the foreign trade 
of the Dominican Republic; France, Germany, and Japan have ceased to be important 
either as suppliers or markets. 

The report of the Tariff Commission on the commercial policies and trade relations 
of the Dom'nican Republic is one of a series being issued for all countries of Latin Amer- 
ica. The 20 sections will constitute Part II of the Commission's report on “The Foreign 
Trade of Latin America.” Part I, which is concerned with the trade of Latin America as 
a whole, has recently been released and was translated into Spanish for use at the Habana 
Conference Part III, dealing with principal Latin American export commodities, has also 
been release 

Each section of Part IT of the Commission's report contains a brief description of the 
physical characteristics, population, natural resources, and industries of the particular 
country, its commercial policies, the trend, composition, and destination of its exports, 
and the trend, composition, and source of its imports. Each section also contains an 
analysis of trade of the United States with that country.

INSPECTION OF HAWAIIAN VESSELS—DURING NIGHT HOURS 


To aid emergency shipp:ng needs, plant quarantine inspection for vessels arriving at 
mainland ports from Hawaii has been made possible during night as well as daylight 
hours, by a revision of Regulat.on 8 of Quarantine No. 13. The Department of Agriculture 
announced the change was effective May 2, 1941. 

leretofore boarding and inspection of these vessels at mainland ports was from sun- 
rise to sunset, primarily because of the additional load which night inspections placed on 
a limited personnel. 

Under the rev.sed regulation, it will be possible to arrange for inspection between 
sunset and sunrise, provided the inspection service is notified sufficiently in advance, so 
that the required number of inspectors can be notified and assigned to this special duty. 

Thorough inspection of vessels arriving from Hawaii is to prevent establishment in 
mainland fruit areas of the Mediterranean fruitfly and the melonfly, both of which are 
found in Hawaii. In this inspection the vessel itself, its cargo, and passengers’ baggage 
are carefully examined to prevent the landing of any fru ts or vegetables which might 
carry these pests from Hawaii The frequent discovery in these vessels of Hawaiian 
products carrying these live insects emphasizes the importance of this inspection, the 
|.epartment said. 


PROCEDURE FOR REFINING OF OVER-QUOTA AND EXPORT SUGARS 


The Department of Agr-culture announced that importers of sugar would be permitted 
this year to bring sugar into the continental United States under bond for processing and 
export without being required to turn over to customs’ custody an equivalent quantity of 
quota sugar. 

It was also announced that during the current year over-quota sugar may be released 
under bond by Collectors of Customs for refining and return to customs’ custody within 
30. days or within any longer period that the Department may establish. However, re- 
quests for refining such sugar under bond during December will, as before require prior 
approval of the Sugar Division of the Agricultural Adjustment Administration. 

The Sugar Division expla'ned that this procedure has been followed under sugar quota 
legislation, except in the last two months of 1940. In that year, because of large stocks 
of quota sugar in the United States, regulations were issued on October 26, limiting dur- 
ing the remainder of 1940 the processing of sugar for export by requir:ng that an equiva- 
lent amount of quota sugar be turned over to customs’ custody, and prohibiting the re- 
lease from customs control of any over-quota sugar unless such sugar was damaged or in 
danger of deterioration. 

It was pointed out that the return to the procedure in effect prior to October 26, 1940, 
would facilitate the building up of reserve stocks of raw and refined cane sugar on the 
eastern seaboard for 1942. It is expected that this procedure will be followed during the 
present period of national emergency, should the quota system be continued beyond its 
expiration date of December 31, 1941.

ENTRIES OF SUGAR AGAINST 1941 OFFSHORE QUOTAS—4 MONTHS 


The Sugar Division of the Department of Agriculture has issued its monthly report 
on the status of the 1941 sugar quotas for the various off-shore sugar-producing areas 
supplying the Unted States market. The sum of the off-shore and continental quotas 
represents the quantity of sugar estimated, under the Sugar Act of 1937, to be required to 
meet consumers’ needs during the current year. 

The report shows that the quantity of sugar charged against the quotas for all off- 
shore areas, including the full-duty countries, during the above period, amounted to 
2,128,730 short tons, raw value. 

The report includes sugar from all areas recorded as entered or certified for entry 
before May 1, 1941. The figures are subject to change after final outturn weight and 
polar zation data for all importations are available.

SUGAR CONFERENCE—NEW JERSEY 


The following resolution was introduced and unanimously adopted at the Sugar 
Conference called by Governor Charles Edison at Newark, New Jersey, on March 20, 
1941. The conference was attended by 125 persons representing labor, business and 
civic organizations, Mr. A. W. Coffin, managing director of the New Jersey Council 
presiding. 


“BE IT RESOLVED, that, if Congress in 1941 again extends the Sugar Act of 1937, 
there be no modification of the existing quotas which would directly or indirectly reduce 
the quantities of tropical raw sugar now permitted to enter New Jersey and other states 
for subsequent refining and distr. bution to consumers, because if such reduction is made 

“(i) It will unnecessarily raise sugar prices to consumers. 

“«2) It will unnecessarily increase the present subsidies to continental growers and 
processors 

“(3) It will weaken Western Hemisphere defense by increasing the present burden- 
some sugar surpluses now pil ng up in Latin American countries. 

“(4) It will automatically create unemployment in the handling, refining and trans- 
portation of cane sugar in this State.” 

“AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this resolution be sent to the President of 
the United States, to the various government departments and agencies concerned with 
sugar legislat’on, and to the New Jersey delegation in Congress.” 


SUGAR BILL S. 937—-OPPOSED 


The following letter received from Ellsworth Bunker, chairman, U. S. Cane Sugar 
Refiners’ Association, 136 Front St., New York, N. Y., is published for your in- 
formation: 


“Sugar, with the exception of coffee, is the most important commodity in our trade 
with Latin America. And, as you Know, the Sugar Act of 1937 and the International 
Sugar Agreement, to which the United States is a signatory, virtually guarantees the 
Latin American sugar-producing countries a fixed percentage of the American sugar 
market These documents provide that if, for any reason, the Philippine Islands do not 
fill their statutory quota, then the unfilled portion of that quota shall be reassigned 
essentially to Latin American countries other than Cuba 

“Through 8S. 937, a proposed amendment to the Sugar Act, Congress is now requested 
to change our established sugar policy so as to transfer to the continental beet and cane 
sugar growers well over 50 per cent of any defic’t in the Philippine quota. Obviously, 
if this Bill is enacted, it will discourage our trade with Latin America, and sugar, one of 
the major commodities of the Western Hemisphere, will be further depressed to the detri- 
ment of the economic life of North and South America. 

“On March 18, as Chairman of the United States Cane Sugar Refiners’ Association, I 
appeared before the Senate Finance Committee and opposed the enactment of S. 937. It 
has occurred to me that as a student of Latin American problems, you might be inter- 
ested in reading the testimony (enclosed herewith) wh'ch I presented to the Committee.”

PREPARATION OF EXPORT DECLARATIONS COVERING LICENSED 
COMMODITIES—TITLE 15—COMMERCE 


The following are supplemental to the Instructions printed on the back of Commerce 
Form 7525, Shipper’s Export Deciaration: 

1. Separate export declarations are required for licensed and unlicensed commodities; 
i.e., licensed and unlicensed commodities should not be reported on the same declaration 
(Commerce Form 7525). 

2. On shipments covered by two or more licenses, quantities and values applicable to 
each license must be separately specified. 

3%. Export license number should appear on the line immediately following the item to 
which it relates, with an ind cation as to whether the export is a partial or complete 
shipment against the license. 

4. In the preparation of the documents, shippers will be required to conform to the 
line spacing on all copies. [F.C.S.D. 16.] 

Commodities subject to export license must be descr bed in sufficient detail on the 
Shipper’s Export Declaration (Commerce Form 7525), to permit of their classification in 
accordance with the description of the individual commodit es as listed in the Export 
Control Schedules issued by the Administrator of Export Control, Washington, D. C. 

Quantities must be reported in the units required by the Export Control Schedules. 
In the few instances where the quant tative units so required differ from those required 
n Schedule B and Schedule F, the quantities must be reported in both units. 

The instructions referred to herein and those issued above apply to items subject to 
general license as well as to those subject to specific license. [F.C.S.D. 17.]

WAREHOUSING OF DISTILLED SPIRITS—EXPORTS 


Pursuant to Sections 2872, 2875, 2878, 2879, 2883, 2885, 2903, 2904, 2905, 2910, 2915, 3170 
und 3176 of the Internal Revenue Code, Regulations 10 are hereby amended in these 
respects:

(3) (a) Each proprietor of an internal revenue bonded warehouse who has outstanding 
on the effective date of these regulations an export storage bond, Form 654, may, as to 
sp.rits stored thereunder, substitute for the obligation thereof bond, Form 1571, covering 
his bonded warehouse, by filing with the district supervisor a consent of surety, Form

as will cover the tax on all distilled spirits in the warehouse or ‘n transit thereto, includ- 
ing spirits bafvtled for export; provided that, if bond, Form 1571, is not in the maximum 
penal sum and‘is insufficient to cover the tax on spirits bottled for export, the proprietor 
may file a new or additional bond, Form 1571, to cover the tax on such spirits.

all distilled spirits in the warehouse or in transit thereto, including spirits bottled for 
export; provided that, if bond, Form 1571 is not in the maximum penal sum and is in- 
sufficient to cover tax on spirits bottled for export to be received, or deposited, for stor- 
age in the warehouse, the proprietor must file a new or additional bond, Form 1571, to 
cover the tax on such spirits; 

(ec) One consent of surety, Form 1533, may be furnished 
tioned in paragraphs (3) (a) and (b); and 

(4) Sections 185.51, 185.359, 185.365, 185.366, 185.367 and 
follows: 

Section 185.51 Transportation and Warehousing Bond, Form 1571.—Every person de- 
siring the establishment of an internal revenue bonded warehouse shall, upon filing his 
application, Form 27-D, execute bond on Form 1571, “Transportation and Warehousing 
Bond,” in triplicate, in conformity with the provisions of Article XI, and file the same with 
the district supervisor. The penal sum of such bond shall be not less than the amount 
of internal revenue tax at the rate prescribed by law on the quantity of distilled spirits 
that will be stored in such warehouse and in transit thereto at any one time, including 
distilled spirits bottled for export, provided that the maximum penal sum of such bond 
shall not exceed $200,000 for each such warehouse (*; Secs.

SYNOPSIS OF RECENT DECISIONS 


Corrugated rollers were assessed at 27% 
per cent as parts of “all other machines”; 
the importer protested that they were 
properly dutiable at 25 per cent as parts 
of “paper-box machinery.” The United 
States Customs Court sustained the pro- 
test, and their judgment is reversed. Len- 
root, Judge, took no part in the considera- 
tion or decision of this case. [No. 4222. 
The United States v. Frank P. Dow Co., 
Inc. Opinion by Bland, Associate Judge.| 


An article (1. G. Wax Z), obtained from 
montan wax, was assessed at 20 per cent 
as a manufacture of wax. The importer 
protested that it was properly free of duty 
as mineral wax, or dutiable at 10 or 20 
per cent as a nonenumerated unmanufac- 
tured or manufactured article. The 
United States Customs Court sustained 
the protest, holding that the merchandise 
was free of duty, and their judgment is 
reversed without approving the action of 
the collector. (This court holds that the 
merchandise should have been assessed at 
20 per cent as a nonenumerated manufac- 
tured article, but the Government failed 
to assign error in this respect.) Lenroot, 
Judge, did not participate in the considera- 
tion or decision of this case. [No. 4326. 
The United States v. General Dyestuff 
Corporation. Opinion by Bland, Associate 
Judge.]

Sheets of cellulose compounds were as- 
sessed at 45 cents per pound as being 
transparent. The importer protested that 
they were not transparent and were 
properly dutiable at 40 cents per pound. 
The United States Customs Court sus- 


tained the protest, and their judgment is 
affirmed. Bland, J., dissents. [No. 4321. 
The United States v. Iwai & Co., Ltd. 
Opinion by Lenroot, Associate Judge.] 


Bacardi rum manufactured in Cuba and 
imported into the United States from Ber- 
muda was assessed at $5 per gallon. The 
importer protested that it was properly 
dutiable at $2.50 per gallon under the 
Cuban reciprocity Treaties of 1902 and 
1934. The United States Customs Court 
overruled the protest, and their judgment 
is affirmed. [No. 4334. D. & B. Import 
Corporation v. The United States. Opin- 
ion by Lenroot, Associate Judge.] 


Fish balls imported from Norway were 
assessed at 25 per cent under the Tariff 
Act of 1930. The importer protested that 
they were properly dutiable at 15 per cent 
by virtue of the Trade Agreement with 
Great Britain.
